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Greg’s Column 








When this issue reaches you, I will be at Wartburg College, in Waverly. 
Enrolling as a freshman, I will be working for a double major in Computer 
Science and Business Administration. All letters and news should still be 
sent to my home address. My parents will forward it to me. 

After over 14 months of controversial and often times heated debate, the 
battle over the coinage for the 1984 Los Angeles Olympic Games has been 
resolved. With it comes the sweet taste of victory for Congressional sup- 
porters, Numismatists and best of all for the American Olympic Athletes. 

Numismatist Advocate, Representative Frank Annunzio (D-Ill.) 
Chairman of the House Subcommittee on Consumer Affairs and Coinage, 
virtually force-fed Congress his six coin plan, while fighting off ‘strong 
opposition from Lazard Frese and Occidental Petroleum, who were vying 
for the marketing rights. 

During the hearings, debate rose to intense levels on many instances as 
congressmen crossed party boundaries to support the side they believed in. 
While the would be marketeers admitted to spending $2.5 million in their 
efforts to have a 33 coin program accepted, Annunzio backers sought the 
expertise of such prominent hobby figures as ANA President George D. 
Hatie, Chester L. Krause of Krause Publications, and United States 
Treasurer Angela Buchanan to try and win approval for the six coin 
proposal. 

After the dust had settled in the house, the Annunzio backed six coin plan 
had won by a staggering margin of 302 in favor and 84 opposed. Again firey 
debate divided the Senate, until passing it on July first. The marketing 
groups then conceded defeat as the bill went before President Reagan, who 
signed the Olympic Coin Act into law on July 22. 

The act provides for the striking of a $10 gold piece, the first $10 gold 
piece since $10 Eagles were struck in 1933, and two dollar coins, which will 
be struck in .900 fine silver and contain .77344 troy ounces of silver. The 
gold coin will contain .48375 troy ounces of .900 fine gold. All issues of 
coins will be available in both proof and uncirculated versions. Estimated 
prices for the coins have been set at $20-$30 for the dollar coins and $240 
for the gold pieces, if bullion prices stay stable. According to this plan the 
Mint would strike and market the coins, with a possible profit of up to $600 
million to prepare our athletes for the games in Los Angeles. It seems now 
that all the debate was worth the waiting for. All that remains now is to see 
if the Mint can produce coins of great quality and market them in a 
reasonable manner. 

I still am not receiving as many letters and cards from INA members as I| 
would like. So once more I would like to urge all of the membership and 
clubs to send in news articles. Write me a letter or just make some 
suggestions on ways we can improve The Iowa Collector as a whole.

Book At Memphis Show

The book includes new data about the State Bank of Iowa and its 15 
branches, along with a reprint of Hoyt Sherman’s story originally written 
and published in the ANNALS OF IOWA in 1901. Sherman was a pioneer 
banker and one of the organizers of the State Bank of Iowa. Notes 
described and shown in the book include issues from banks, including the 
State Bank of Iowa, improvement companies, insurance companies, private 
merchants, railroads, stagecoach lines, and some firms with a combination 
of these owners. The book includes a comprehensive bibliography of books 
and articles covering this era of lowa banking. 

The volume is priced at $15 postpaid to non members and $12 postpaid to 
SPMC members. Its sales began June 18-20 at the International Paper 
Money Show in Memphis, Tennessee, hosted by the Memphis Coin Club.

Third Annual Okoboji Show 


The third Iowa Great Lakes Coin and Paper Money Show was held at 
Okoboji on the fourth week-end in August, with a full line-up of out- 
standing dealers from the Midwestern states.
